AN OPEN LETTER. 

The following letter speaks for itself. 

Dear Mr. Butler, 29th April, 1925. 

I enclose form of application for membership of B.E.A. 

The reasons for my re-joining the Esperanto move¬ 
ment will naturally be asked by Esperantists and Idists 
alike. 

My explanation is that Esperanto, being widely known, 
opportunities for using it for foreign correspondence and 
travel are now fairly abundant. Other systems such as 
Ido, do not, by reason of the smaller number of adher¬ 
ents, societies, organisations, etc., afford the traveller 
and correspondent opportunities wherein to demonstrate 
to so full and adequate an extent the possibilities of an 
artificial language. In my opinion, Esperanto has proved 
itself to be nearly the very artificial language the public 
want, supposing that they want an artificial language at 
all. (There is a lot of work to be done to convince the 
public that the national languages do not serve so well 
for international communication). Contrary to my ex¬ 
pectations the improvements represented in Ido have 
not helped towards the general adoption of an Inter¬ 
national Language. On the other hand the capacity for 
expansion and improvement explained in Mr. Bernard 
Long’s illuminating and encouraging article in the April 
number of International Language should satisfy 
individuals who are enthusiastic for improvements. 
They will have all they need in this respect—if only the 
improvements are also required by the majority ! And 
how are they to know whether the improvements they 
would like to see adopted are required also by the 
majority ? It amounts to this—that we must go abroad 
and use the language, and use it again and again by 
writing in it on subjects of everyday concern. I am 
sorry to leave my Ido friends, and wish them well. I 
myself feel that our first care is to cultivate friendships 
at home and abroad through an International Language, 
and in doing this allow the tendency to cultivate the love 
of reform in the International Language we use for 
that purpose, only a second place.
